Fair Competition, 


Mere Price-Cutting, 


Not Same Thing 


I was writing the other day about 


the unfairness of the 
fair - trade 


law which was recently knocked 
nit by the U. S. Supreme Court. 
The theme of my piece was that 
consumers are entitled to the bene- 
fits of free, competitive enterprise; 
and business men who arc preach- 
ing it for the other fellow must 
practice it themselves. 


Well, here comes the Arkansas 


Business Bulletin for July, issued 
by the 
University of 
Arkansas, 


with an intelligent discussion on: 


I' "Resale Price Maintenance—What 
g Policy for the Future?" Says the 
^university publication: 


"In considering the merits of re- 


sale price maintenance a careful 


\ distinclion 
should be drawn

\ tween fair competition in pricing 
\ and predatory price cutting. The 
* former is desirable; the latter ob- 


viously is not . . . . 


"While extolling the merits of 


competition in general, some bus- 
iness people seek to avoid compe- 
tition for 
themselves. In

words, they try to protect thcm- 
(^elves against the rigors of the 
••competitive storm. . . 


'What are the ear-marks of un- 
: fair competition? At the extreme, 
the characteristics are definite and 


i; clear. When a disgruntled patron 
J of a barbershop rented and equip- 
-] ped a shop across the street and 
j offered haircuts and shaves free, 
i it was clearly a case of unfair com- 
petition.

ii practice for a 
manufacturer 
to 
|hire away his competitor's chem- 
'•* ist in order to obtain trade secrets. 


.* "But the picture becomes less 
clear when we move toward the 
middle ground. For example, is it 
unfair competition when a mer- 
chant reduces the price of an ar- 
ticle from $1 to 89c because he has 
found that due to careful buying, 
i-apid turnover, and efficient em- 
ployes, he can sell the article at 
89c and 
profit?

"A great difficulty with resale 


price maintenance is that too of- 
#cn it fails to differentiate between 
the predatory pricing as illustrated 
by the disgruntled patron of the 
barbershop and close pricing as 
illustrated by the 89c seller. Little

price maintenance advocate for ef- 
ficiency in buying and 
manage-

atives is a warning. 


Newspapers are in the business 


of selling advertising so that more

If we are the subject of 
public censure or

can be fired."
